THE DEYLOOK 

A telegram from the Canadian Premior 
to this Government {publiahocl elsewhere) 
is a hopeful sign. Several months have 
•lapsed aincothe Elliott Ministry .through 
Admiral DeHorsey, laid nu important 
proposal before the Downing stroot 
authorities in connection with this great 
work, Practically the proposal amountod 
to a tender of the dock-site.plans, cement, 
machinery andoofferdam in consideration 
of the Imperial Government completing 
the dock as an Imperial work. This pro- 
posal was a very fair one for both Gov- 
ernments. In the first place, British 
Columbia's financial position is not such 
as would justify tho Government in in- 
curring heavy liability for any purpoao 
whatever. To comploto tho dock in ac- 
cordance with the plans of Imperial 
engineers would require an outlay at least 
$800,000 within the next few years. 
Eeadera of The Colonist need not be told 
that the Province could not stagger 
along under that tremendous load if added 
to the debt that now presses heavily upon 
it; and when it is remembered that tho 
dock is an Imperial necessity, not a 
Provincial want, one stands aghast at tho 
amazing infatuation that led a 
former Govornmont to undertake tho 
work at a time when a grave doubt existed 
as to where the required funds were to 
corae from. Before tho cement or ma- 
chinery was purohased it was known 
everywhere that tho nature of tho Ca- 
nadian Government was at least doubtful. 
A hot dispute had arisen between .the 
Ottawa and Victoria Governments as to 
whether the peouniary assistance promis- 
ed by the latter was to be in the nature of 
a loan or a gift. But the men who "ran" 
the country in those unhappy days littlo 
recked the responsibilities they in- 
curred or the trouble they piled on . tho 
people. The cofferdam contract was never 
intended to be carried out. It was a bid 
for votes at the genoral election of 1875. 
That was all. If proof were wanting of 
this it would bo found in the fact that 
the site for the dock remained vested in 
private individuals for tho spaco of six 
months subsequent to tho awarding of 
the contract, or until tho Elliott Govern- 
ment came into office. Abundant evi- 
dence exists that the proposed advance of 
£50,000 from Canada for dock purposes 
was intended as a gift and not as a loan; 
but so long as the Canadian Govornmont 
contended that it was a loan tho Govern- 
ment of the Province were not justified in 
acting as though it were a gift and ox- 
pendiug$200,000on the workihthe absenco 
of any law, moral or otherwise, to com- 
pel Canada to do an act of simple justico 
Now, tho proposal of the Elliott . Govern 
ment to Downing street was made with 
the object of relioving the country of the 
inoubus that tho dock threatened to place 
on tho people's shoulders. Thoro is 
reason to beliovo that their proposition 
has been received with favor, and 
Mr. Mackenzie's telegram and inquiry 
strengthens that belief. It will bo a day 
of rejoicing for British Columbia whori 
the elephantine proportions of tho dry- 
dock voto shall vanish from tho estimates 
annually laid beforo tho Local House. 
The vote has boen a terror to legislators 
for the past six years. Should tho Im 
perial Govornmont assume tho rosponsi 
bility and undertako to comploto tho.work 
the people in this part of tho Provincq 
will not fail to award tho mood of praise' 
to the Government that brought it about 
by aeknowle'dging tho sharo thoy had in 
organizing this happy result. Wheu 
Disraeli made his maiden speech in tho 
Commons ho was coughed down. Turn- 
ing an angry, scornful face towards his 
tormentors ho exclaimed, "Tho day will 
oome when you shall listen to me." 
Though tho Elliott Government is howl 
ed and voted down— reviled, misropro 
aented and misunderstood, tho day is not 
remote when men, as they reap the fruits 
of the present Government's policy, will 
be glad to acknowledge that they "have 
done the state some service." Wo only 
hope that the incoming Government will 
have sufficient sense and patriotism to 
take up tho work whero Mr. Elliott's 
Ministry shall lay it down and follow 
closely in their footsteps on all matters 
affeoting the honor and the prosperity of 
this "Glorious Province." Should they 
do that wo shall seo to it that they shall 
have — what the Elliott Government 
never had yet — tho jewel that is known 
in all English-speaking countries as "fair 
play." ^

I John Speucely's fino fami- 
ly residence was destroyed while a family 
rounion was in progress and Mrs. Wuller 
was instantly killed.

Tho rosidenco of Judge 
Cothorn was struck by the storm and his 
aged mother killod. 

Quinoy, Ill.,May 2±.—A tornado struck 
tho wostorn part of Brown County this 
p.m. and blow down a few houses and it 
s roported that throe persons wore killed.

Just before the Houso of Commons was 
prorogued at Ottawa tho other day Mr. 
Donald Smith of Selkirk roso to make ex- 
planations relative to tho lease of tho 
Pembina Branch Railway and to deny 
several charges that had been made 
against him by the Opposition. Quite a 
scene of excitement ensued, Sir John Mac- 
donald and Dr. Tuppor loudly donying 
all the statements the hon. member was 
making. In his vindication Hon Mr. 
Tapper was several times called to order, 
and MesBre. Smith and Tupper tvero en- 
gaged in a personal controversy, when 
BlaokRod knocked at the door; Dr. Tup- 
per shouting "coward," "moan, treacher- 
ous coward" across tho floor, while tho 
Sorgeant-at-Arms was waiting to announce 
the arrival of His Excellency's messenger. 
Blaok Rod ultimately got a chance to de- 
liver his message, and the Speaker, pre- 
ceded by tho Sergeant-at Arms, was walk- 
ing towards tho door, when another scene 
of indesoribable confusion occurred. Sir 
John Maodonald and Dr. Tuppor, and a 
number of othor Conservative members 
gathered round Mr. Smith, aud ovory do- 
Boription of fiery opithot was burled at 
the hon. member for Selkirk. The exit 
of tho Speaker was barred by tho throng 
of persons at tho door, and tho noise and 
tumult inoreasing tho Sergeant-at-Arms 
was diroctod to arrest tho disorderly 
members. It was impossible for tho Ser- 
geant to execute this order owing ' to the 
groat confusion which prevailed. Tho 
leaders of the riot suddonly awoko to tho 
faot- that they otocd in danger of being 
arrested, and thoy cooled down somewhat 
aud allowed the Speaker to proceed to the 
Senate Chambor. The Speech from tho 
Throne congiatulates tho country on the 
fact that tho Dominion now includes nil 
the Provinces of British North America 
save that of Newfoundland, alludes to the 
running of tho boundary line between 
Alaska and British Columbia, and to the 
rapid' settlement of Manitoba and tho 
Northwest Territories. In conclusion His 
Excellency announced that ho jvould 
shortly retire from tho position of Gov- 
•rnor-General. 



EUROPE. 
London, May 24. — Iho Post announces 
that the Duke of Cambridge will shortly 
go to Malta to review tho Indian contin- 
gent. 

Bucharest^. — The Russians aro char- 
tering ships to transport troops from 
Odessa to Burgos; uino regiments have 
left Moscow for Roumania. 

Peiu, May 23. — Russians continue to 
levy reoruits throughout Thrace. Tho 
Greoks who are enrolled as Bulgarians are 
desperate at tho ignoring of their nation- 
ality. The Russians aro gradually creep- 
ing toward the capital keeping tho Turks 
constantly on tho alert. Fresh roinforco- 
ments ore constantly going to Bulgaria 
and Roumolia. Odessa is swarming with 
soldiers and shipping. Troops, guns and 
storos aro going thence to Burgos on tho 
Blaok Sea or by railway to Roumania and 
Bulgaria. 

A St. Petersburg correspondent says al- 
though tho general sentiment here is 
for peace wo are still very far from . cor 
tain of it. Preparations for war are being 
energetically pushed forward. 

Afternoon Dispatch. 

EUROPE. 

London, May 24. — In tho Houso of 
Commons last night the debate on raising 
troops was resumed and continued until a 
late hour. An amendment sas adopted 
as follows: This House being of the opin- 
ion that tho constitutional control of 
Parliament over the raising and employ- 
ment of a military force by tho orown is 
fully soourod by provisions of the law 
aud by the undoubted power of this 
House to grant or rof uso supplies con 
sidors it unnecessary and inexpedient to 
affirm a resolution tending to weaken the 
hands of Her Majesty's Government in 
tho prosent stato of foreign affairs. 

Lodon, Muy 24. — Tho majority in tho 
House of Commons last night against Lord 
Hartiugton's resolution that no forces be 
raised or kept by tho Crown iu times of 
peace savo within India without the sanc- 
tion of Parliament, was noarly double tho 
figuro conceded by the Opposition whoso 
estimates placed the Government's mojori 
ty at sixty or seventy. The Times refer- 
ring to this says this was bocauso the de- 
bato brought out clearly the fact that tho 
real issue was the approval or condemna- 
tion of tho Government's policy in utiliz- 
ing the Indian troops under that interpre 
tation. Tho Houso voted upon it; if tho 
resolution had been carried it would havo 
boon accepted by all the world as a vote 
of censuro. The question of tho legality 
or constitutionality of government me- 
thods may exorcise the Parliament's atten- 
tion at some other time. Tho resolution 
was properly considered in its bearing on 
tho conduct of tho government at a groat 
political crisis and in that light was over- 
whelmingly defeated. 

London, May 24. —A German newspa- 
por statos that Great Britain has ordered 
from Berlin immediately two hundred 
electric lights for tho British fleet. 

Vienna, May 24. — Montenegro has as- 
surod Count Andrassy that sho intends to 
keep peace and that her attitude will bo 
strictly defensive. 

St. Petersburg, May 24. — The Agence 
Eusse says so far all seems to augur well 
for tho assembling of congress. 

Constantinople, May 24. — The firo 
among tho buildings of the Sublime Porte 
proved to have been tho work of an in- 
eondiary; one and a half million dollars 
deposited there was lost. 

Evenin g Di spatch. 

EUROPE. 

London, May 25. — A special from Rome 
says that Austria, fearing in the event of 
war a possible attempt oh the part of Italy 
to soizoJTrent aud the surrouuding territo- 
ry, has doubled the garrisons and quar- 
tered forty-five thousand troops in tho 
Austrian Tyrol. 

Vienna, May 25. — Stores are going to 
Trioste for transportation io Dalmation 
ports. Ironolads will loavo immediately 
in tho same direction. 
. A epeoial from Vieuua says plans aro 
under consideration here for the joint 
AuBtro-Turkish occupation of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina. 

The hopeful disposition in political cir- 
cles increases especially in St. Petersburg 
and Berlin. There has boon an active in- 
terchange of ideas between .Austria and 
Great Britain which there is evory reason 
to believe has by this time led to a perfeot 
understanding between them so that Rus- 
sia by coming to an understanding with 
England will also Agree with Austria. 

Athens, May 25 — Tho burning of the 
Sublimo Porte buildings and tho attompt 
of Alisuavi to proclaim Murad Sultan, 
taken iu conjunctiou with the approach 
of the Russians to Constantinople, causes 



the belief here that the Sultan has placed 
himself undor tho protection of the Rus- 
sians. 

London, May 25— A dispatch from San 
Stefano says statements relative to tho 
insurrection aro gross exaggerations. No 
reports of engagements have been receiv- 
ed for some time past. 

Tho Duchess of Arpryle is dead. 

The Times' referring to the interviow of 
Count Schouvaloff with Lord Salisbury, 
oxpresses tho opinion that thoro is legiti- 
mate-ground for tho favorable impression 
which ovorywhere prevails respecting the 
results of Count Schouvaloff's mission. 

Vienna, May 25— Tho Turks will to- 
day evacuate and Austrians occupy the 
island of Adakalop in the Danube. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Philadelphia, May 25— Six aooredited 
agents of tho Russian govornmont reached 
this city from New York late Thuisday 
night. They' visited Cramp's shipyard 
and will visit Roach's shipyard at Chester 
tomorrow. 

Chicago. May 25 — Further reports from 
the storm centre of Thursday night show 
greater disaster than was koown of oven 
last night. The death roll is now. in- 
creased to 25 in tho vicinity of Madison 
alono and at Mineral Point 9 persons were 
killed. 

Pittsburg, Pa., May 25— At this morn- 
ing's session of tho Prosbytorian general 
assembly Rov. Dr. Matthews of Now York 
presented tho report' of tho committeo to 
tho Ediuburg council. Tho council was 
attended by 333 reprosoutatives from 49 
churches containing about tweuty thou 
sand separate congregations, all of whom 
agree on holding tho Prosbytorian policy 
and tho Calvinistio system of doctrino 
Tho financial report shows a balance this 
year of §154,510. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Franoisoo, May 25— Estimates by 
prominent grain oporators place tho pro- 
bablo surplus wheat for export this season 
at three quarters of a million tons if no 
unfavoiablo conditions arise betweon now 
and harvest.

On this Mr, Prentice rosu up, and seizing 
hold of a chair attempted to strike Mr. 
Bannatyno with it. Both men, who are 
very powerful, closod and wrestled terri- 
bly for some timo, until soparutod by Dr. 
Hingstou and others prosent. Tho chair- 
man left the ohair and declarod tho moot- 
ing closod. Mr. Prent|co — "This meet- 
ing is not closed. You are all a pack of 
confounded cowards." Throats were 
froely made uso of on bath sides. 

QuEBto, May 11. — At tho City Council 
meeting last night, tho Mayor announced 
that very satisfactory nows had boon re- 
ceived from England with regard to tho 
balance of tho monoys duo to the oity by 
Baron Grant. A dosputch had como to 
hand last week bringing tho gratifying 
intelligence that ono of the securities held 
by tho. city, namely Tasmanian railway 
bonds, to tho extent of £100,000 had risen 
iu vuluo until they now almost touched 
par, owing to tho fact that tho contract 
for tho building of tho road had been 
given out, and Commiasionors had gono 
out to Tasrnnnin to locate tho line. Tho 
§180,000 still owing to the oity by Grant 
is, thoroforo, now quite certain to be 
paid. 

St. John, N.B., May 11— Tho body of 
Timothy McCarthy, tho missing Mono 
ton tavornkeoper, was found in Scondao 
River, Shediac, this afternoon, near tho 
place pointed out by Annie Parker, who 
accused tho Osborne family of rob- 
bing and murdering McCarthy. Thoro 
are black and blood marks about tho left 
ear. Tho strangest tbingabout the affair 
is that over §200 wore found on tho doad 
body, as well aa a gold watch, revolver 
and moer&chaum pipe. The Osbornos are 
in gaol awaiting trial at tho July torm of 
"Westmoreland Circuit . Court. Annio 
Parker is also in gaol as a necessary wit- 
ness. Tho finding of tho body has caused 
grout excitement, not alone -in Moncton, 
Shodiao, and Saokvillo, but in St. Johu 
as well. The inquest is now proceeding. 

Ottawa, May 14. — Mr. Waters, a 
prominont lumber merchant of New York, 
is in the city He was accompanied by 
soveral gontleinon also in tho trado, and 
has succeeded in selling them 4,000,000 
feet of lumber which ho was holding. 
Tho prices are Eaid to havo been very 
satisfactory. 



Annexation of British Columbia. 



A Washington correspondent of the 
Now York Star says: Col. James B. Mont- 
gomery of Oregon, who is managing tho 
Northern Paoific oxteusion bill on behalf 
of tho stockholders, has roceivod a dis- 
patch from Hon. Amor DoOosmos.a mem- 
ber of tho Dominion Parliament from 
British Columbia, congratulating him on 
the passage of the bill by tho Senate. Col. 
Montgomery says the people of British 
Columbia maintain that they entered tho 
confederation with tho understanding that 
an appropriation was to be made to con- 
struct tho Canadian PacifiG Railroad, and 
that tho Dominion is acting in bad faith 
and may thereby loso British Columbia 
by a secession to tho Unitod States. 

Our old friend Montgomery is a man of 
very ardent temperament, rather addicted 
to allowing his hopes to dominate his 
judgment. If any one imagines that the 
people of British Columbia will ever con- 
sent to annexation to the United Statos wo 
think that the presumption has no foun- 
dation. Theio are no people on. earth 
more ready to resist an invasion of their 
rights, whether by the Government or 
coming from any othor source; none aro 
moro constitutionally loyal .to their sovr 
ereign. They will resent to tup death any 
attompt at Wrong or oppression on the 
part of their rulors, without in any de r 
gree impuiring their fidelity to their sov- 
ereign "by tho grace of God." Our ob- 
servation is, that those who threaten se- 
cession and agitate for annexation to the

CELEBRATION OF THE QUEEN'S 
BIRTHDAY. 



Victoria Victorious. 



Full Details of tho Contests- 



Thore is no doubt that tho last celobration 
of tbo Queon's birthday wna the most suc- 
cessful that has «vor takoa placo iu this 
oity. Tbo attendance of strangers was by 
far more numerous than on any previous 
occasion, and tbo general harmony was 
simply complete. From Pugofc Sound 
it is estimated that tho steamer North 
Paoifio brought some 2,00 visitors; from 
Naw Westminster city and district tbo 
steamer Wilson G. Hunt- brought somo 
300 more and tho steamer City of Pimania 
from San Franoisoo augmented tho num- 
ber by introducing at least 150 moro. In 
addition to these the city population was 
swelled for tho time being by a large in- 
flux from neighboring districts. Tbo 
day's programme commenced with an In- 
ternational base ball match at Beacon 
Hill between the Soattlo Alki team and 
tho Victoria Amity toatu, and a rifle con- 
test at Glover Point beetween tho city 
team and a visiting six from Soattlo. In 
both of those ovonts tho city competitors 
proved victorious. Shortly after tho re- 
sult of the matches was mado known tho 
majority of our, visitors baBtenod to the 
Gorge wbera tho regatta took plaoo in 
the afternoon. Government street for 
sovoral hours prosontod a most lively ap- 
pearance; what with tbo groat number of 
hooka travelling to and fro, tho fluttering 
of bunting, largo increase of pedestrians 
and the general oxoiteinent, the oity has 
seldom presented a scone of such festivity. 
Everybody was bont on pleasure, and 
everybody realized the anticipation of 
enjoyment. At the Gorge, a spot created 
by nature for all that iB lovely and soduo- 
tive tho scene was moat delightful. Tho 
weatbor was gloriously lino, and gentle 
breezes tempered the influence of the sun. 
Tho verdure of tbo banks was ro- 
liovod by numbers of picnic parties whose 
varied attiros, contrasting with tho sur- 
rounding foliage, praBentod a panoramic 
view unsurpassed for lo roliness. On tbo 
rippling water hundreds of tiny crafts 
flitted hither and thither and as the con- 
testing crews plied their oars, shivering 
the Bilvery spray, tho voices of spectators 
onconraged the oompotitors and cried 
thorn on to victory; Perhaps tho most 
amusing features of the day's programme 
wore the Indian canoo rucos. They al- 
ways attract groat attention and tho earn- 
est manner in which tho different crows 
onter upon the several ovents affords a 
pioture more especially ploasing to visi- 
tors who seldom have an opportunity of 
witnessing anything of the sort. The 
Gorge is a lovely spot and tbo peoplo 
from the Sound and elsewhere wore most 
enthusiastic in their praises of its beauty. 
It iB also worthy of notice that from the 
day our visitors landed to the mihuto of 
farewell thero was no single incident to 
mar tho cunent of events. .From the 
moment they landed they were ontortained 
right hospitably, and so pleased wore a 
number of them with thomannoriu which 
they woro reaeivod that thoy 'could not 
leave our "tight little Island" but resolv- 
ed to stay until next week. Tho ball 
that took place in tho evening was most 
successful. Tho committee of manage- 
ment scarcely expected that it would bp 
so numerously attended, but tbore wero 
upwards of 150 couples present. Thoy 
enjoyed themselves to the yery utmost 
and the onjy 'rpgrefc evinced during 
the evening was when tho word 
"Goodbye" was said. At that particular 
moment our visitors realized moro fully 
than ever that although thoy live under 
the Stars and Stripes and Victorians 
olaim tho Union Jack as their protootivo 
flag still English and Americans are but 
"one peoplo." To the various committees 
all credit is due for their efforts— suc- 
cessful ones too— to make_ their foreign 
friends bo much at home and so generally 
happy.
